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Waste site 
scheme is 
withdrawn 
—for now 

CONTROVERSIAL propos¬ 
als to build a waste plant 
in Brierley Hill have been 
withdrawn just weeks be¬ 
fore the application was set 
to be decided at a planning 
appeal - but campaigners 
cannot yet claim victory. 

Bosses behind the plans 
have insisted they still in¬ 
tend to create the plant in 
Brierley Hill and will in¬ 
stead lodge a new applica¬ 
tion rather than proceeding 
with the appeal. 

Opposed 

Members of the Brier¬ 
ley Hill SNOW (Say No to 
Waste site) campaign group, 
which has opposed the plans 
by Clean Power, say they 
will continue to oppose the 
proposal with ‘vigour’. 

In a letter to the planning 
inspectorate, James Wa¬ 
terhouse, director of Clean 
Power agents Iceni Pro¬ 
jects, confirmed the appeal 
had been withdrawn but 
maintained the company re¬ 
mained ‘fully committed’ to 
the project. 

Mr Waterhouse said the 
decision to pull the appeal 
was made after some minor 
amendments were made to 
the proposal after discus¬ 
sions with the Environment 
Agency. 

Under guidelines from the 
Planning Inspectorate, the 
body advises against ‘evolv¬ 
ing applications at appeal’. 

Mayor is to 
re-open store 

THE Mayor of Dudley will 
officially re-open a refur¬ 
bished store in the town. 

Councillor Alan Finch 
will cut the ribbon of the 
new-look B&M store in the 
Trident Centre on Saturday. 

The store has recently 
had a makeover and will 
stock more products after 
increasing shelf space by 50 
per cent, creating 10 jobs. 

There will also be free 
face painting, an appear¬ 
ance by the Haribo Bear 
and a charity raffle in aid of 
Dudley-based White House 
Cancer Support.

THIS is an artist’s impressions show¬ 
ing how Dudley’s historic market 
place will be transformed as part of a 
£6.7 million project. 

New stalls, canopies and lighting 
will help breathe new life into Dudley 
Market. 

Images released by Dudley Council 
give shoppers a glimpse of how the 
area will look when work is completed 
next year. 

The project includes the relocation 
of the Duncan Edwards statue to a 
more prominent place at the New 
Street end of the market. 

The first phase of work, which in¬ 


cludes the laying of new stonework, 
began in Castle Street in January. 

The next stage will see the new mar¬ 
ket stalls constructed. 

John Millar, director of the urban 
environment, said: “This next phase 
of the scheme will start to build a 
picture in people’s minds of what the 
new market place will look like once 
complete. 

Attractive 

“Our aim has always been to create 
a clean, modern and attractive space, 
putting Dudley’s historic market place 
well and truly on the map.” 


Next month market traders will be 
relocating to temporary stalls near the 
fountain, with overspill stalls at Stone 
Street Square. 

From Tuesday, May 27, there will be 
a new traffic arrangement in the town 
centre. 

Entry to and exit from the events 
area, between the fountain and Stone 
Street, will be via Stone Street only. 
Vehicles will not be permitted to drive 
through the market place and exit via 
New Street. 

From next week shoppers will be 
able to use certain parts of New Street 
for parking.

A CORONER is calling on the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport to look again at 
regulations over mirrors on older lor¬ 
ries after a war veteran was knocked 
down and killed by a skip lorry. 

The inquest heard that as the driver pulled 
away attraffic lights he was unable to see the 


90-year-old under his 
front windscreen. 

The lorry driven by Geof¬ 
frey Hawkins ran over 
Royal British Legion fund¬ 
raiser Arnold Soulsby at the 
crossroad junction of Bank 
Street and Dudley Road in 
Brierley Hill. 

Fitted 

An inquest at Dudley Cor¬ 
oners’ Court was told the 
lorry had no forward-fac¬ 
ing mirrors, which created 
a blind spot in front of the 
vehicle. 

Under recent regulations 
brought in by the Depart¬ 
ment For Transport (DfT), 
all heavy goods vehicles 
made since 2007 must have 
the mirrors fitted. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain, who con¬ 
cluded Mr Arnold died from 
multiple injuries, said he 
was to write to the DfT. 

He revealed that he had 
dealt with six similar cases 
in the past seven years. 

Mr Soulsby’s daughter, 
Susan Rowley, told the hear¬ 
ing said she was ‘alarmed’ 
the regulation did not apply 
to all heavy goods vehicles. 

Mr Balmain said: “For 
whatever reason it wasn’t 
felt necessary to make the 
regulation retrospective, so 
it applied to new vehicles, 
but not to older vehicles. 

“I don’t know why that 
was done. It might be some-

thing to do with the fitting 
and cost of doing it but I do 
share Mrs Rowley’s concern. 

“I think this is far from 
an isolated incident, I think 
I ought to draw it to De¬ 
partment of Transport’s 
attention to see if they will 
make steps to make it retro¬ 
spective. 

“I do intend to write to de¬ 
partment if the matter can 
be considered again to see if 
anything can be done.” 

Mr Hawkins had been 
driving the lorry to Hale¬ 
sowen when he pulled up at 
a red light in Bank Street 
just after 1pm on January 
30 last year. 

Asked by Mr Balmain if 
he had seen Mr Soulsby, he 
replied ‘no’. 

Mr Soulsby, a retired en¬ 
gineer, lived in Miles Court 
in John Street. He served in 
the Royal Navy during the 
Second World War. 


Street bid 
to curb 
problem 
parking 

DOUBLE yellow lines have 
been painted on a residen¬ 
tial street near Russells Hall 
Hospital in a bid to stamp 
out nuisance parking. 

Residents have long com¬ 
plained about cars clogging 
up their road near the Dud¬ 
ley hospital and every res¬ 
ident in Abbotsford Drive 
signed a petition about it, 
sent to Dudley Council. 

Bosses have now taken 
action and painted the lines, 
which mean any motorist 
caught parking illegally 
faces a fine of up to £70. 

Abuse 

Residents had complained 
that thoughtless motorists 
had been blocking their 
drives and parking on pave¬ 
ments. They also claimed 
that they suffered frequent 
abuse from the motorists. 

Hazel Waterfield, aged 73, 
of Abbotsford Drive, said: 
“When I have asked people 
to move their cars, I have 
been threatened with vio¬ 
lence and told to drop down 
dead. No-one should have to 
deal with that.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin supported the cam¬ 
paign. He said: “I know 
from visiting the street 
myself what residents were 
having to put up with, so 
I’m delighted that the coun¬ 
cil have put down double 
yellow lines to tackle these 
problems.” 

Terror book 
trial date set 

A MAN from Dudley has 
pleaded not guilty to two 
counts of distributing a ter¬ 
rorist book. 

Usman Choudhary, aged 
33, of Terry Street, is ac¬ 
cused of supplying a book al¬ 
legedly intended to directly 
or indirectly encourage or 
induce the commission, 
preparation or instigation 
of acts of terrorism. 

Unemployed Choudhary 
pleaded not guilty on Mon¬ 
day and remains in custody 
until trial at Kingston 
Crown Court on July 7.

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Army reserve squadron to expand 


AN ARMY reserve squadron which 
was once part of one of the Mid¬ 
lands’ oldest TA regiments will 
expand by a third under ambitious 
recruitment plan. 

The announcement has been 
made after soldiers from the Royal 
Mercian and Lancastrian Yeomanry 
gathered at their base in Dudley to 
watch their flag lowered for the last 
time as part of changes being intro¬ 


duced by the Ministry of Defence. 

As part of the ceremony the red, 
blue and yellow flag of the RMLY 
was replaced with A Squadron’s 
own standard. However, this will 
soon be replaced by the green, white 
and yellow standard of the Royal 
Yeomanry. 

New badges were also revealed as 
part of changes as the Government 
re-structures the Territorial Army 


into the Army Reserve. Members 
of A Squadron in Dudley will take 
on the role of a light cavalry unit 
providing a reconnaissance during 
operations as part of the Royal Yeo¬ 
manry, which has its headquarters 
in Croydon. 

Earlier this year it was feared 
that the centre in Vicar Street, Dud¬ 
ley, would close but MP Ian Austin 
secured a commitment from Gov¬ 


ernment ensuring Dudley’s Army 
Reserve squadron will be able to ex¬ 
pand. The squadron has around 60 
soldiers but plans to recruit around 
25 to 30 more to the unit. 

Captain Andy Peters, Permanent 
Staff Administration Officer, said: 
“We did have uncertainty over the 
base but we are staying open and we 
are going to expand and continue to 
recruit.” 


Convenience store 
raiders behind bars 



THEY were a series of ‘blood chill¬ 
ing’ dawn robberies carried out by a 
professional band of criminals. 

During their eight-week campaign of terror 
they raided seven convenience stores - includ¬ 
ing one in Gornal - which saw staff threatened, 
tied up and even beaten as they made off with a 
haul of cash, cigarettes and scratch cards worth 
£84,000. 

Now Graham Aulton, 33, of High Street, 
Wednesfield, Stewart Ferguson 35, of Talbot 
Lane, Bilston, Alan Britton, 40, of Duke Street, 
Wolverhampton, and Craig Osmund-Smith, 41, 
of Valley Road, Dudley, are serving time behind 
bars after being given hefty prison sentences. 

Masked and bearing weapons they sprung 
on vulnerable shop workers as they opened up 
during the early hours across the Black country, 
Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

The seven stores hit were Tesco Express in 
Codsall; Tesco Express in Willenhall Road, Wol¬ 
verhampton; Spar in Wombourne; the Co-op in 
Penkridge; Sainsbury’s Local in Gornal; One 
Stop in Ashmore Park, Wolverhampton; and 
Spar in Bayston Hill, Shrewsbury. 

Police arrested Osmund-Smith, Aulton, and 
Ferguson on November 5 last year as the trio 
arrived at the Sainsbury’s Local in Wordsley in 
a BMW at 5am. 

Crashed 

Aulton, in the driver’s seat, tried to speed off 
but crashed into an unmarked police car. 

Stafford Crown Court heard in the first attack 
in Codsall on September 9, threats were made to 
workers with an axe and wrench. 

The second raid at Tesco in Willenhall Road, 
Wolverhampton, saw two members of staff 
handcuffed to a metal rail as the robbers plun¬ 
dered the store. 

The handcuffs - which originally belonged 
to a custody officer - that would proved to be a 
vital clue as they had been left in the boot of the 
prison worker’s stolen orange Ford Focus which 
was later used in some of the robberies. 

While the car was never recovered, its alloy 
wheels and tyres were found in the downstairs 
toilet at the home of Aulton, who was described 
as taking on a ‘leading role’ by His Honour 
Judge Michael Fowler. 

The raid in Shrewsbury on October 16 saw 
a staff member kicked in the face while the 
robbery in Ashmore Park saw the manager’s 
BMW stolen which three of the gang were later 
arrested in. 

The trauma of the robbery at Spar, Windmill 
Bank, Wombourne, resulted in one male staff 
member later having a heart attack. Mobile 
telephone records showed the group would ex¬ 
change messages in the early hours before the

raids, shortly after and late at night before 
the attack. Aulton was jailed for eight years 
and nine months after admitting conspiracy 
to commit robbery alongside Britton who re¬ 
ceived seven years and seven months and Os¬ 
mund-Smith who was sent down for six years 
and nine months. Ferguson denied the charge 
but was unanimously found guilty yesterday by 
a jury. He was jailed for eight years and nine

months. Sentencing, Judge Fowler said: “There 
was intimidation by urgency. There was total 
disregard for the feelings and wellbeing of those 
who were in the stores when the robberies took 
place.” 

Detective Superintendent Paul Clews said: 
“The sentence is a culmination of some excel¬ 
lent partnership work across the West Midlands 
region.” 


Three to be 
sentenced 
for attack 
with shovel 

A MAN has been told a pris¬ 
on sentence is ‘almost in¬ 
evitable’ after he admitted 
involvement in a violent at¬ 
tack where a victim was hit 
in the head with a shovel. 

Benjamin Payne was 
due to stand trial at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
but the 20-year-old, of 
Chapel Street, Brierley Hill, 
changed his plea to guilty 
before the hearing begam. 
He admitted attempting to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
to the victim won Hag- 
ley Road, Stourbridge, at 
around 4.45am on June 30. 
The victim suffered minor 
injuries. 

Payne was given uncon¬ 
ditional bail until his ap¬ 
pearance before the court 
on June 4 for sentencing. A 
report will be drawn up be¬ 
fore the hearing. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said: 
“A custodial sentence is al¬ 
most inevitable.” 

The victim was knocked 
to the ground during the at¬ 
tack before being kicked. He 
was hit over the head sev¬ 
eral times with the shovel 
as he lay helpless on the 
ground. 

Mark Flavell, 44, of 
Manor Road, Wordsley, and 
Ryan Claridge, 20, of Bar¬ 
nett Lane, Kingswinford, 
have already pleaded guilty 
to charges. All three will ap¬ 
pear on June 4 for sentence.

Teenaged 
driver in 
city centre 
car chase 

A TEENAGER from Dudley 
stole a car and was chased 
by police in Birmingham 
city centre. Zohabe Akbar, 
18, pleaded guilty at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates Court to 
stealing a Volkswagen Golf 
and driving dangerously in 
Broad Street. 

Akbar, of Norman Street, 
Dixons Green, narrowly 
missed three pedestrians as 
he mounted the pavement to 
get away from an unmarked 
police car on April 17. The 
teenager, who had to be for¬ 
cibly removed from the car, 
pleaded guilty to failing to 
stop, having no driving li¬ 
cence or insurance. 

After a one mile pursuit, 
officers arrested Akbar, 
who had two passengers. 
Miss Jayne Yeomans, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Police were 
informed that a car stolen 
from Dudley was driving 
on Paradise Circus towards 
Broad Street at 4.30pm. The 
area was very busy. 

“The car turned into Gas 
Street where an unmarked 
police car turned on its si¬ 
rens and indicated to the 
car to stop but Akbar accel¬ 
erated and narrowly missed 
a pedestrian.” 

Mr Peter Jordan, defend¬ 
ing, said: “Akbar disagrees 
with some of the details of 
his driving.” He will be sen¬ 
tenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on June 11. 

Children seek 
help on drugs 

HUNDREDS of children 
have been referred for drug 
and alcohol treatment in the 
past two years in the Black 
Country. 

In Dudley 141 youngsters 
accessed those services in 
2012/13. Seven of them were 
aged nine to 12. 

Dudley Councillor Susan 
Ridney, who chairs the 
borough’s health scrutiny 
committee, said: “I am just 
concerned, with general cut¬ 
backs, that these figures do 
not creep up.”

Action plan for Dudley town centre

Thief's S20LUN plate led to 

police busting parts racket

A COCKY crook behind a 
£1 million car theft racket has 
been jailed - after he was spot¬ 
ted by police driving a sports car 
with a number plate spelling out 
‘stolen’. 

Shanwaz Khan’s operation to strip 
stolen cars for parts that were sold on 
got noticed by police when he was seen 
driving an Audi RS4 with the person¬ 
alised number plate of S20LUN. It was 
part of a convoy of stolen Mercedes 
cars being driven in Birmingham. 

Officers discovered that the 30-year-old 
was behind a ring that stole and stripped 
down cars at industrial units, including in 
Dudley and Tipton, to sell on as parts via 
the internet. 

A court heard that in total the police 
linked the brash criminal to more than 80 
vehicle thefts and violent carjackings dur¬ 
ing 2012. 

The vehicles were processed at various in¬ 
dustrial premises across the Black Country 
and Birmingham. 

Their crimes produced a stolen goods 
haul valued at £1.1 million. 

Brother 

Khan, of Marsh Lane in Erdington, Bir¬ 
mingham, was jailed for seven years at 
Birmingham Crown Court after admitted 
conspiracy to commit burglary and handle 
stolen goods. 

His brother Wajid Khan, aged 24, of 
Brookvale Road , Erdington, and his cousin 
Seyed Khan, 32, of Marsh Lane, received 
30-month prison sentences after admitting 
conspiracy to handle stolen goods. 

Fellow conspirators in the racket Ross 
and Matthew Dunham, aged 21 and 24, of 
Charter Avenue in Canley, Coventry, were 
jailed for five years and 39 months respec¬ 
tively after admitting conspiracy to commit 
burglaries. 

Detective Constable Mo Azir, said: “The 
brazen attitude of Shanwaz Khan was typi¬ 
fied by his personalised number plate. 

“This was a clear jibe at the authorities 
and he believed his underground theft 
racket was going unnoticed. 

“The joke is on him now, though, as he 
starts a long prison term.” 


He explained: “We meticulously pieced 
together their network of premises and, 
when officers raided one unit in Aston, we 
found an Aladdin’s cave of stolen cars and 
parts. 

“Many of these were high-value luxury 
cars that had been brutishly chopped up, 
whilst another premises in the city centre 
was used exclusively to store engines ripped 
from the stolen cars. 

“The scale of their criminal operation 
was vast and they showed a complete disre¬ 
gard to the trail of destruction and misery 
left behind to victims of these offences.” 

After Shanwaz Khan was spotted with 
the number plate in March in 2012, a six- 
month investigation led officers to the four 
other members of the crime ring. 

The gang were linked to a total of 82 ve¬ 
hicle thefts during 2012. 


They included a petrol station violent 
car-jacking at the Total garage in Kings¬ 
bury Road, Erdington, on August 29 when 
a man was dragged from behind the wheel 
of his £25,000 Ford Focus ST. 

Two Mercedes C Class cars were also 
taken from a driveway in Grovefield Cres¬ 
cent, Balsall Common, on April 27. 

In another incident a Seat Leon car was 
taken from a house in Coventry on June 11. 

Engines 

Shanwaz Khan stripped down the vehi¬ 
cles and stored the parts at industrial units 
in Cheston Road, Nechells, at Northfield 
Road in Dudley, at the Kings Industrial Es¬ 
tate in Tipton and in Orphanage Road in 
Erdington. 

He also rented space at City Self Storage, 
in Curzon Street, Digbeth, to stash sto¬ 


len engines before shipping many of them 
abroad. 

More than 3,000 parts stripped from the 
stolen cars were sold on to unwitting inter¬ 
net buyers via an eBay account operated by 
the car thieves. 

Detective Constable Azir said: “The 
premises were leased by the Khans using 
false names and documentation. Many of 
the cars were stolen to order for engines 
which the Khans shipped out to the conti¬ 
nent.” 

Now the criminals are likely to pay finan¬ 
cially for their activities too. 

Det Con Azir added: “All five are subject 
of on-going Proceeds of Crime Act investi¬ 
gations and we’ll look to seize any assets 
obtained through criminal activities.”

Health trust praised with a few provisos 


A MENTAL health service provider 
has been praised in a new report but 
told to make some improvements in 
the care of elderly residents. 

Dudley and Walsall Mental 
Health Partnership NHS Trust 
runs Bushey Fields Hospital, Doro¬ 
thy Pattison Hospital and Bloxwich 
Hospital. 

The service has been praised by 
Engl and’s Chief Inspector of Hos- 


pitals Professor Sir Mike Richards. 
But inspectors found the trust 
needs to make sure Bushey Field 
Hospital’s Holyrood Ward meets 
needs of dementia patients; care 
and treatment of the elderly needed 
to improve; that patients nursed in 
isolation are correctly recorded and 
monitored. 

They also called for all clinical 
staff to have the right specialist 


training; and to investigate staff 
survey results with regard to staff 
bullying claims. 

In general, the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission inspection found the trust 
provided safe care and had effective 
leadership. 

Sir Mike said: “We found Dudley 
and Walsall Mental Health Part¬ 
nership NHS Trust had a robust 
approach to learning from incidents 


and ensured this was embedded in 
practice across its services” 

Dudley and Walsall Mental 
Health Partnership NHS Trust 
Chief Executive Gary Graham said: 
“We welcome the CQC’s report 
which, overall, is very positive. I 
am pleased that the inspectors have 
recognised the hard work of our 
staff and the high quality, safe men- 
tal health services that we prov ide. ” 


Setting sun may have 
dazzled pilot in crash 


A PILOT may have had his vision impaired by 
the setting sun moments before his microl¬ 
ight hit power cables and crashed. 

Father-of-two Andrew Tollerton, aged 52, of Ger¬ 
ald Road, Wollaston, died in a field after his Pegasus 
Flex Wing two-seater crashed at Barratt’s Coppice, 
Stourton. 

An inquest jury ruled that Mr Tollerton died as a result 
of an accident shortly after h 
5.50pm on October 6. The ®—■ 

lorry driver had suffered which could have been dis- 


head and chest injuries in 
the crash at the field off the 
Bridgnorth Road. 

The Air Accidents Inves¬ 
tigation Branch revealed its 
findings last week. It found 
weather conditions that 
afternoon were good but 
added: “The sun was low in 
the sky and the pilot would 
have been flying almost di¬ 
rectly into it during his final 
approach to the field.” 

Experts said the aircraft 
had only been airborne for 
five to 10 minutes before 
the accident happened . 
Previous flights recorded 
in Mr Tollerton’s logbook 
had lasted on average 42 
minutes. The report says 
the reason for the shortened 
flight could not be estab¬ 
lished but there were two 
possible causes. 

“The flight was conducted 
late in the day and the pilot 
may have been concerned 
about the fading light. 

“Secondly, the pilot had a 
pre-existing medical condi¬ 
tion that had the potential 
to cause painful symptoms, 


tracting or partially incapac¬ 
itating.” 

A post mortem report 
stated Mr Tollerton had 
medical conditions includ¬ 
ing high blood pressure and 
kidney stones. 

The report concluded: 
“The microlight’s approach, 
into wind and towards the 
low, setting sun, appeared 
to be under control until 
it struck the power cables. 
Although the pilot had op¬ 
erated from the field be¬ 
fore, the angle of the sun 
and the close orientation of 
the power cables with the 
surface ruts in the field, 
together with the location 
of the power cable support 
poles, may have made the 
cables difficult to detect. 

“The pilot did not appear 
to take any avoiding action, 
indicating that he did not 
see the cables or that he 
only did so when it was too 
late.” 

The report also stated 
Mr Tollerton did not have a 
pilot’s licence and not com¬ 
pleted the training. 


Man remanded in custody 

A MAN started a fire in his former flat by setting alight his 
window blinds, a court heard. 

Adrian Daker, aged 25, started the small blaze in Hall- 
church Road in Dudley on April 13. 

Appearing at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week, he 
pleaded guilty to arson being reckless as to whether life 
would be endangered. 

Judge Nicholas Webb adjourned the case for a psychiat¬ 
ric report. 

Daker, of no fixed abode, was remanded in custody until 
a sentencing hearing on July 8.

Motorcyclist killed in France by sleeping

Keen cyclist David Cook 


A FATHER-OF-TWO was killed 
during a motorcycling holiday in 
southern France when an 80-year- 
old woman fell asleep at the wheel 
of her car, an inquest heard. 

Halesowen-born David Cook, 
41, suffered internal bleeding and 
three heart attacks after being 
hit head-on by French pensioner 
Ginette Bock whose car was on the 
wrong side of the road, Cannock 
Coroner’s Court heard. 

Mr Cook had been riding behind 
his friend Bernie Brinkmann, from 


Stourbridge, on the D900 at Goult, 
north of Marseille, when the trag¬ 
edy occurred just before 5.30pm 
on June 14 last year. He was flown 
by air ambulance to hospital in 
Marseille where he was later pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

Both men would go on motorbik¬ 
ing holidays across the Continent 
together and were highly experi¬ 
enced riders, the court was told. 
Normally Mr Cook, of Wombourne, 
would ride in front with Mr Brink¬ 
mann following. 


“Mr Brinkmann could see in the 
distance a car on the wrong side 
of the road and thought as it got 
nearer it would cross back on to the 
correct side,” South Staffordshire 
coroner Andrew Haigh said. “But 
it didn’t and at the last minute Mr 
Brinkmann swerved to the side of 
the road toward the crash barrier. 
He saw in his mirror that the car 
collided with David pretty much 
head-on.” 

Mr Brinkmann said: “David al¬ 
ways travelled in front and for 


some reason he just said you go in 
the front and I’ll go at the back. 
We were in the wrong place at the 
wrong time.” 

Bock has been convicted of invol¬ 
untary homicide by a motor vehicle 
in the French courts. 

Mr Cook, a rugby player, worked 
at Evans and White Ltd in King¬ 
swinford. He is survived by wife 
Joy, son Adam and daughter Chloe. 

Mr Haigh concluded death due 
to multiple injuries caused by road 
traffic collision.

‘Chicken king’ who 
reigns on rich list 


From butcher’s boy to a 
billionaire he champions 
British brand, as DANIEL 
WAINWRIGHT discovers 

THEY call him the ‘chicken 
king’. Ranjit Singh Boparan 
heads a business turning over 
£3 billion a year supplying 
poultry to KFC, Sainsbury’s 
and Tesco. 

His 2 Sisters Food Group, with 
factories in Smethwick, West Bro¬ 
mwich and Wolverhampton, is part 
of a business empire that employs 
24,000 people. 

It is good going for a former butcher’s 
shop boy from Bilston who left school 
at 16 with very few qualifications. Mr 
Boparan and his wife Baljinder have a 
fortune of £1.3 billion, meaning they top 
the list of the richest Asians in the West 
Midlands. 

Brand 

Various profile pieces about him list 
the butcher’s shop as being in Bilston. 
Which one, Mr Boparan has not said, 
although it is believed to be one of the 
stalls on Bilston Indoor Market. It is un¬ 
derstood he began working in the shop at 
the age of 11. 

The 47-year-old champions the idea of 
a ‘British’ brand that everyone should 
work together to promote. But he does 
not do interviews with the media. His 
business includes some household names 
including the fish and chip restaurant 
chain Harry Ramsden’s as well as North¬ 
ern Foods, the producer of Goodfella’s 
and San Marco frozen pizzas and Fox’s 
Biscuits. 

He started the 2 Sisters group in West 
Bromwich in 1993 with a small loan. 
Since then the business has grown, ac¬ 
quiring more and more others. 

In the year to August 2009, 2 Sisters’

sales increased 28 per cent to £649.4 
million, with pre-tax profits up 33 per 
cent to £33.9 million, leaving a £12 
million dividend for the family - an 
impressive feat during a recession. It is 
now recognised as the country’s second 
largest food production company. 

Northern Foods, which also makes 
Marks & Spencer ready meals, was 
added to his portfolio in 2011 having 
seen off a rival based in Dublin. No-one 
had been able to match Mr Boparan’s 
£342 million cash offer. 

With Asda and Morrisons also on the 


list of companies supplied by 2 Sisters 
it is no wonder that Mr Boparan has 
acquired the nickname ‘chicken king’. 
British Airways and Harrods are cus¬ 
tomers too. 

Although profits soared during the 
recession, the business has not been im¬ 
mune from its ups and downs. 2 Sisters 
confirmed recently it would be shutting 
its Solway Foods site in Corby, where 
930 people make chilled products such 
as salads and coleslaws. 

Losses within Boparan Holdings, the 
parent company of which Mr and Mrs 


Boparan are the sole shareholders, al¬ 
most doubled in a year to £27.5 million. 

Sales were up, however, by 35 per cent 
to £848 million - boosted by the takeo¬ 
ver of meat and chicken processing busi¬ 
ness Vion a year ago. 

In a rare public appearance in Febru¬ 
ary, Mr Boparan took part in a debate 
held by the National Farmers Union and 
talked about the importance of a Brit¬ 
ish brand in promoting food produced in 
the UK. And he would know about what 
people want and buy, having sold it to 
them every day in the Black Country. 

Former Wolverhampton mayor Bert 
Turner, a councillor in Bilston, says 
people remember Mr Boparan working 
at the market. 

“He was on the big meat stall,” he 
says. “He wasn’t the owner but he 
started there working with two or three 
others.” 

Example 

The President of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce, Ninder Johal, 
says that Mr Boparan’s story is an ex¬ 
ample of how anything is possible. 

He says: “It is brilliant to have such 
a success story in the Black Country. 
“It shows that from humble beginnings 
young people can aspire to get to the 
very top. 

Mrs Boparan plays a major role with 
the Boparan Charitable Trust, which is 
based in Birmingham and raises money 
to help disabled and disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren throughout the UK. 

Also on the board is the couple’s son 
Antonio Singh Boparan. The family was 
rocked in 2006 when a Range Rover An¬ 
tonio, then aged 19, was driving crashed 
into a Jeep, leaving 11-month old Cerys 
Edwards with brain damage and in need 
of 24-hour care. 

Ranjit and Baljinder Boparan pledged 
a substantial cash gift to Cerys’s family 
and to set up a trust fund for her and 
other injured children. 


I’M a little worried some people 
might fall into the trap of think¬ 
ing that today’s vote will make 
a scrap of difference when it 
comes to Britain being in or out 
of the European Union.

It would also be easy to find 
the rest of the debates in the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament about as dull 
as a Eurovision song contest 
without the dancing milkmaids. 

Some of the subjects MEPs 
tackle on a daily basis are not 
exactly going to be the ones that 
people are talking about over the 
dinner table. 

Websites 

Press releases issued by 
some serving West Midlands 
MEPs recently have included 
one who was pleased travel 
websites have to now give infor¬ 
mation on how to complain and 
another who won an award in 
recognition of his work to ensure 
exhaust pipes were checked for 
air pollution.... Yawn. 

The EU and its Parliament 
affects people’s lives in many 
ways. One of the things it en¬ 
forced was the need for web¬ 
sites to flash up messages 
asking if people are prepared 
to accept ‘cookies’ - those little 
bits of data sent from a site to 
the user’s browser that lets the 
site ‘remember’ them. 

Nikki Sinclaire, the former 
Ukip member who founded her 
own group called We Demand A 
Referendum Now used her posi¬ 
tion to gather more than 100,000 
signatures on a petition calling 
for just that. 

But it was the UK Parliament 
that ended up acting on that pe¬ 
tition, debating the matter and 
then throwing it out. 

The people we’re choosing to 
represent us as MEPs can deal 
with the continent-wide issues 
on immigration, jobs, investment 
and the environment. They are 
not the ones that are going to 
get us out of or keep us in the 
union. 

That’s one for the General 
Election. You have at least an¬ 
other year of this row to listen to.

Now ‘Auntie Joan’, as she is lov¬ 
ingly known, has celebrated reaching 
a landmark birthday with a party at 
her home at Sunrise Senior Living in 
Tettenhall, Wolverhampton. 

She was joined by friends, family 
members and other residents for a full 
day of celebrations, including a special 
lunch, chocolates, canapes, champagne 
and a birthday cake.

Music was provided by Glenn Miller 
tribute act Moonlight Serenade, who 
performed a selection of her favourite 
tunes. 

And a special treat awaited the cen- 
turian in the evening, when fellow res¬ 
ident Bert Hazell - who himself turned 
100 earlier this year - played songs for 
the birthday girl on his piano. 

Geraldine Bunning, events organ¬ 
iser at Sunrise, said: “She is a lovely 
lady who is very quiet and well man¬ 
nered. 

“When she first came here we found 
out some builders who were working 
on her house had called her Auntie 
Joan and the name just stuck.” 

Born in London a few months before 
the outbreak of the First World War, 
Auntie Joan was educated in Dar¬ 
lington and moved to the Midlands 


to work becoming headteacher at St 
Chad’s in 1941. 

During the Second World War she 
became a member of the British Red 
Cross, taking on a role which included 
managing the vital task of moving 
evacuees to safe areas of the country 
during the conflict. 

A devout Catholic, her crowning 
achievement came when she visited 


Vatican City and received the coveted 
Benemerenti medal from Pope John 
XXIII in recognition of her outstand¬ 
ing work educating Catholic children. 

She stayed at St Chad’s for 35 
years, where she gained a reputation 
as a ‘strict but fair’ teacher and has 
a trophy named after her awarded to 
pupils who uphold the school’s ethos. 
She never married or had children.

“Anybody can queue for 
a job, you have to do some¬ 
thing that will make you 
stand out. When you walk 
along the Wolverhampton 
ring road with a sign, it 
shows you are determined 
to work. 


Mr Hyde, who lives in 
Finchfield Road West, said 
he had never been unem¬ 
ployed until he was made 
redundant from Wednes- 
field-based Eurofast just 
over a year ago. 

He struggled to find 
work and spent one day 
before Christmas pounding 
the pavement around the 
Chapel Ash Island in the 
city armed with a home¬ 
made placard. Mr Hyde said 
his low job prospects and 
dire financial circumstances 
had driven him into drastic 
action. 

“Mr Hyde said he had 
worked in a number of 
trades including as a painter 
and decorator and a sheet- 
metal worker. 


BOSSES behind plans for 
a £12 million construction 
training centre in Dudley say 
they hope it will support the 
industry’s recovery. 

The new facility has been ear¬ 
marked to join other develop¬ 
ments in the town’s Learning 
Quarter by Dudley College chiefs. 

Officials have revealed the scheme 
has been included as part of the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship’s bid for £56 million from the 
Government’s Local Growth Fund to 
support projects across the region. 

If successful, building work would 
begin on the new centre, called 
CABTech, in September 2015 with the 
centre opening to students in Spring 
2017. 

It would include teaching and work¬ 
shop facilities to train people in both 
traditional and new construction 
skills.

Under current plans the centre 
would be built next to the Dudley Ad¬ 
vance building in Priory Road. 

Dudley Advance is the college’s new 
centre for Advanced Manufacturing 
an Engineering Technology which is 
due to open this Autumn. 

Relocate 


Bosses say creating the two spe¬ 
cialist centres on Priory Road would 
bring together skills development and 
facilities. 

The new building would also allow 
the college to relocate its existing craft 
and trade skills workshops from its 
Mons Hill campus into the Learning 
Quarter. 

The Local Enterprise Partnership’s 
funding bid is to support the Black 
Country Strategic Economic Plan, 
which aims to make the area a better 
place to live, learn and work. 


Officials said securing funding from 
the Government through the Local 
Growth Fund would see the college 
investment in the town total £50m. 

Investment to date has funded a 
new vocational training centre and A 
level centre alongside the refurbish¬ 
ment of an existing building into a 
sculpture workshop. 

Two residential properties have 
been transformed into specialist cen¬ 
tres for students with learning diffi¬ 
culties and disabilities. 

Dudley College principal Lowell Wil¬ 
liams said: “Our ambition to support 
the recovery of the construction indus¬ 
try in this country is driving this new 
addition to the Learning Quarter. 

“With construction being recog¬ 
nised by the UK Government as one 
of the 10 key sectors driving economic 
recovery, it’s imperative that current 
and future workforces are trained and 
ready to meet the challenges the eco¬ 
nomic up-turn will bring.” 


More danger 
dogs are seized 
by the police 


SCORES of dangerous 
dogs in the West Midlands 
were destroyed last year 
after being seized by po¬ 
lice, new figures show. 

In the past two years 
West Midlands Police re¬ 
ported a 50 per cent rise in 
the number of dogs seized 
under the Dangerous Dogs 
Act, including banned 
breeds and those which at¬ 
tacked people and pets. 

The figures released this 
week revealed the force 
seized 412 dogs last year, 
up from 360 in 2012 and 
275 in 2011. 

A total of 181 of the 
most dangerous dogs were 
destroyed in 2013, up 30 
per cent from the previous 
year. 

In the first three months 
of this year another 74 
dogs in the region were 
seized under the Act, 22 


of which were destroyed. 
Dogs are only put down in 
cases where the owner has 
been through the courts 
and found guilty of being in 
possession of a dangerous 
dog. It doesn’t have to be 
a banned breed but would 
have to have attacked 
someone. Dogs seized by 
police which haven’t been 
classed as dangerous can 
be found new homes. 

Animal charities have 
called for ‘drastic changes’ 
to legislation in the wake 
of high profile dog attacks, 
despite a raft of regulations 
coming into force making 
it possible for owners to be 
prosecuted for attacks on 
private property. 

Canine welfare charity 
Dogs Trust says the issues 
are caused by ‘problem 
owners’ rather than ‘prob¬ 
lem dogs’.

But there are now nearly

These strong jobs num¬ 
bers are excellent news 
and a clear sign that our 
long-term economic plan is 
working. 

There are now a record 
number of jobs in Britain. 
Every job created means 
another family with more 
financial security and the 
prospect of a brighter fu¬ 
ture. 

These remain difficult 
times for families, who are 
still feeling the impact of 
the Great Recession, but 
the foundations for a broad 
based recovery are now in 
place. 

The only way to raise 
living standards is to build 
on these foundations and 
keep growing the economy 
and creating more jobs. The 
biggest risk to economic se¬ 
curity would be abandoning 
the plan that is delivering 
this.

Brownies get together 
to mark centenary 


WHEN it was founded a 
century ago, the Brown¬ 
ies focussed on activi¬ 
ties such as sewing and 
housework. 

Nowadays its members can 
do everything from abseil¬ 
ing and canoeing to scientific 
experiments and discussing 
world issues. 

Hundreds of Brownies came to¬ 
gether this month to learn about 
and celebrate the organisation’s 
100-year history. 

A total of 291 girls from 21 units 
within the Brownies’ Dudley Divi¬ 
sion marked the centenary at Black 
Country Living Museum along 
with 68 unit leaders. 

The youngsters, all aged be¬ 
tween seven and 10, sat through an 
old-fashioned school lesson to learn 
about how children their age would 
have been taught 100 years ago. 

They were told the story of how 
the Brownies came to exist around 
a traditional camp-fire and also en¬ 
joyed fairground rides during the

day. They put on a colourful pa¬ 
rade, walking from the canal-side 
through the museum grounds in 
their uniforms and holding flags 
and banners representing their 
units, before tucking in to cakes 
and singing songs. 

Smiles 

Dudley Division commissioner 
Edith Jones said: “It’s been a won¬ 
derful day. Just to go around and 
see the Brownies’ smiles, that’s 
all we want and it tells you that 
they’ve had a fantastic day and so 
have I. It is important for the girls 
to know about the history.” 

Emily Barnes, aged 10, from 
Tividale, who is a member of the 
3rd Oakham Brownies, said the Big 
Brownie Birthday celebrations had 
been ‘totally awesome’. 

Doreen Cutler, district com¬ 
missioner for Dudley East and 


Oakham, thanked the museum for 
helping make the day a success. 

The Brownies were formed in 
1914, four years after The Girl 
Guides Association, which was 
launched in response to girls 
marching through the turnstile at 
the first Boy Scout Rally at Crystal 
Palace and demanding ‘something 
for the girls’. 

When first established, the or¬ 
ganisation was called Rosebuds 
but the following year it changed 
its name to Brownies, inspired by 
the book The Brownies and Other 
Tales, by Julianna Horatia Ewing. 

Brownies joined in the war ef¬ 
fort during the First World War, 
rolling bandages, and collecting 
books and magazines for injured 
soldiers. During the Second World 
War, when many Brownies were 
evacuated from their homes, some 
helped raise £50,000 towards the 
war effort in just one week by 
cleaning shoes and donating pocket 
money. 

There have been Brownies in 
Dudley for as long as the organisa¬ 
tion has existed.

The sweet shop takes the 
name of Thomas Cook, who 
ran a confectionary business 
at 21 Bond Street, Dudley 
between 1871 and 1901. 


Teenager punched his victim more 
than 25 times in a drunken attack 


A thug punched his helpless victim to the head more than 25 times 
after a drunken argument, a court was told. 

Richard Halford repeatedly rained blows on Jason Poole after the fight broke out at 
the junction of Tower Street and The Broadway, in Dudley. Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard the victim had lashed out first, lunging at Halford and grabbing his throat. 


But the hearing was told that Halford’s reaction had gone ‘far beyond’ self-defence and 
became a ‘sustained and vicious attack’. H Report by Lee Watton 


Halford, 19, of Rowan Rise, Kingswin- 
ford, pleaded guilty to one count of assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm, which hap¬ 
pened on February 16. He was sentenced to 
10 months in a young offenders’ institute 
suspended for two years and ordered to 
carry out 200 hours unpaid work. He also 
has to pay his victim £750 compensation. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said both 
men, who did not know each other, had 
both been drinking at the Malt Shovel pub. 

“At some point they came together and 
started an animated discussion,” he said. 
“The victim gestured for Halford to calm 
down but then lunged toward the defend¬ 
ant and grabbed his throat. The victim fell 
backwards with Halford on top.” 

Mr Searle said Halford had first punched 
Mr Poole to the head and face three or four 
times. 

Then the pair become entangled and the 
victim had been punched another 14 times. 


Mr Searle said: “At one time Halford 
straddled him with his knees on top of the 
victim’s arms, disabling him. He punched 
him a further 10 times.” 

Mr Searle said the attack had continued 
even after Mr Poole had no longer strug¬ 
gled . 

Mr Poole suffered swelling to the left eye 
and a cut behind the left ear. 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, defending Hal¬ 
ford, said: “This was not an unprovoked 
attack. However that being said my client 
accepts that what happened could not be 
described as reasonable self-defence. It was 
out of character and exacerbated by drink. 
He has not drunk alcohol since then and is 
remorseful about what he did.” 

Judge Peter Barrie said: “You should be 
thoroughly ashamed of what you did and 
I think you are. Therefore I am just about 
persuaded to suspend the prison sentence.”

Anyone thinking this is just a 
Street Fighter clone should think 
again, as this eye-poppingly vi¬ 
brant arcade style 2D beat-em-up 
is in a league of its own. 

Based on hugely popular Japanese 
manga (comics) JoJo’s Bizarre Ad¬ 
venture: All-Star Battle (12, Bandai 
Namco Games) brings the feverishly 
imaginative world of manga to life. 

Arcade 

Just like in the original books, which 
sold in their multi-millions in Japan, 
fans can follow the Story Mode to dis¬ 
cover the fate of the Joestar family. Or 
go straight to Arcade Mode to match 
up some of the most bizarre and plain 
weird characters ever to taunt an op¬ 
ponent before delivering a drop-kick. 

There is also a Customisation Mode 
for those who want to let their own 
imagination run riot and a Campaign 
Mode for those who like the long game. 

In Online Mode gamers can test 
out their best combos against play¬ 
ers around the world (except Japan, 
because maybe they’re just too dam 
expert). 

Games based on JoJo’s Bizarre Ad¬ 
venture have been around since the 
1990s but safe to say this latest ad¬ 
dition to the franchise from Japanese 
developer CyberConnect2 takes things 
to a whole new level of crazy and com¬ 
pulsive action. 

If manga and games overlap bril¬ 


liantly in JoJo’s battle, Japanese anime 
(animation) and games don’t sit quite 
so well together in another PS3 title 
from the Land of the Rising Sun, Short 
Peace: Ranko Tsukigime’s Longest 
Day (16, Bandai Namco Games). 

This title combines on its disc four 
short animated films by leading anime 
directors and will be essential for fans 
of the genre, which has a cult follow¬ 
ing in the UK. But the arcade game by 
developer Crispy’silnc and Suda 51 is 
less vital. 

The rather voyeuristic approach to 
the cartoon schoolgirls is a little creepy 
in the introduction, as it sets the scene 
for schoolgirl assassin Ranko’s re¬ 
venge mission against her own father. 

The side-scrolling 2D game that fol¬ 
lows is somewhat underwhelming but 
it does benefit from outlandish imagi¬ 
nation as Ranko has to race at high¬ 
speed to avoid demonic attackers and 
mow down enemies in her way. 

It is a triumph of style over substance 
but I am not sure how long it would be 
before the weirdness is not enough to 
keep a player interested. 

Tales Of Symphonia is a Japanese 


role playing game that’s been around 
since the days of the GameCube but 
has never looked better than on this 
PS3 release. 

Tales Of Symphonia Chronicles 

(12, Bandai Namco Games) combines 
a high-definition remaster of the PS2 
version of the game with its Dawn Of 
The New World sequel that was de¬ 
signed originally for the Wii. 

And for the authentic experience 
you can choose the Japanese dub for 
Lloyd and Colette’s quest rather than 
the irritating US voice over. 

Webslinging 

The Amazing Spider-Man 2 (16, 
Activision) is a little less than amazing 
and Batman continues to be the only 
superhero with video games that live 
up to the legendary name. 

However, this movie tie-in’s web 
slinging arrangement on the triggers of 
the controller makes swinging around 
an open-world Manhattan exhilarating 
fun as you track down Uncle Ben’s kill¬ 
er. The game is available for all major 
formats.

It meant his New Adventures dance 
company made full use of the Hippodrome, 
though confusingly the setting still ech¬ 
oed to jungle sounds.

Garden guru loves 
getting hands dirty

TV gardening guru Alan 
Titchmarsh is looking for¬ 
ward to getting his hands 
dirty at RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show this weekend. 

Instead of wearing a sharp suit 
to present the show, for the first 
time in 30 years, he will be wear¬ 
ing a pair of gloves and designing 
a garden instead. 

Obviously, there’s a substantial 
chance it will be rather good too - not 
only is Titchmarsh one of the country’s 
best-known gardening presenters, but 
back in 1985, when Titchmarsh last 
designed a garden at the prestigious 
Chelsea, he was awarded an RHS Gold 
Medal for his Country Kitchen garden. 

Volunteers 

He will also be joining forces with an¬ 
other RHS Chelsea Flower Show Gold 
Medal winner, Kate Gould, to create 
From The Moors To The Sea - a cel¬ 
ebration of 50 years of the RHS Britain 
in Bloom campaign, to represent how 
300,000 volunteers help to make Brit¬ 
ain bloom and explore Alan’s relation¬ 
ship with horticulture through his life. 

“It’s 50 years since I started work as 
an apprentice, so I thought I could ei¬ 
ther do a 1960s-style garden through 
to the 21st century, but the sixties were 
a bit dull, all rose beds and lawns. 

“So I thought, why don’t I demon¬ 
strate where I first started, which was 
the Yorkshire moors, up to where I 
garden now, on the coast on the Isle 
of Wight? 

“So we will be sloping from moor¬ 
land at the back, with dry stone walls, 
coming down to a seaside garden at 


the front. It’s 50 years of ‘my journey’, 
to use the X Factor phrase. 

“It’s also showing the British Isles 
and its variety. Being a cool temperate 
set of islands, the range we can grow is 
incredibly wide and this will show the 
richness of the British Isles.” 

He’ll be featuring pines, heath¬ 
ers and birches from the moorland, 
through wild flowers, down to seaside 
plants including echiums and cabbage 
palms. It will be a 10m by 15m mi¬ 
crocosm of British gardens and land¬ 
scapes. It sounds great, but how does 
Titchmarsh feel about not presenting 
the Chelsea coverage for the first time 
in 30 years? 

Last year Titchmarsh announced 


he was stepping down from the 
BBC’s coverage of Chelsea after pro- 
gramme-makers offered him a more 
‘limited’ role, although he remains RHS 
vice president and first ambassador. 

Criteria 

“[I feel] wonderful,” he insists. “I’m 
putting a show garden together - I’ve 
done it before and I love doing it. It’s 
technically an exhibit but will look like 
a show garden. It’s not being judged 
but the same criteria and standard of 
finish will have to be there. I’ve moved 
on, there was disappointment but it’s 
gone, I’m over it. There’s no point in 
dwelling on things.”

A SPRING clean and safety 
check of your gas barbecue 
can help prevent unforeseen 
issues on summer days when 
you and your grill want to be 
on ‘hot’ form. 

The following tips will have you and 
your barbecue in top grilling condition 
before you know it. 

Tools for the Job 

You wouldn’t cook in a dirty kitchen, 
so why would you grill on a dirty bar¬ 
becue? To deep clean your grill you 
will need the following products: A 
brass wire brush, small bucket of hot 
water, washing up liquid, a venturi 
brush (flexible wire brush with clean¬ 
ing bristles), a 1.5mm (1/16”) drill 
bit, replacement grease cups, spatula, 
stainless steel cleaner and fine sand¬ 
paper. 

Clean inside and out 

Detach burners. Pass venturi brush 
through them to force out blockages, 
then brush tops using wire brush. 
Check all burner ports to ensure they 
are opened. If some are closed with 
food use a 1.5mm drill bit to open 
them. 

Sear plates and cooking grates. 
Wash with hot soapy water then 
brush top side of grates with little oil 
to re-season them. External Base and 
sides of grill: Use hot soapy water to 
remove grease. Lids: On porcelain 
lids a thorough washing should suf¬ 
fice, for stainless steel lids, a stainless 
steel cleaner should be used. Once dry, 
brush the cast aluminium with olive 
oil. Internal base of grill: Use spatula 
to scrape grease from inside all the 
way down towards the drip pan. Re¬ 
move the drip pan and give it a good 
wash and be sure to replace the tin foil 
grease catcher.

Family matters to 
Gabriel in new series 


G abriel Byrne may have lived 
in the States for some time, 
but when he was offered 
the chance to return to Dublin for 
this new series, he jumped at it - 
and it’s little wonder. 

Based on John Banville’s 
thrillers, the series has gone down 
a treat in its native, but now the 
Beeb has snapped it up, in a 
major Anglo-Irish co-production, 
we get to see for ourselves what 
all the fuss is about. And if you like 
your thrillers dark and mysterious, 
it won’t disappoint. 

Quirke opens in the late autumn 
of 1956, where a hungover city 
pathologist known only as ‘Quirke’ 
(we never get to know his 
Christian name) stumbles from a 
late-night party in the nurses’ 
quarters. He hopes to sleep in his 
subterranean pathology lab. 
However, his adoptive brother, 
obstetric consultant Malachy 
Griffin, is at our hero’s desk 
completing paperwork for 
Christine Falls, a recently 
deceased patient. 

When Quirke returns the 
following morning, Christine’s _ 


body is gone and the medical 
expert is curious about his 
brother’s strange behaviour. 
Further investigation suggests Mai 
was the father of Christine’s child, 
and he believes the youngster has 
been spirited away to America 
under the wing of the Catholic 
Church. 

Quirke follows the trail to Boston, 
accompanying Mai’s daughter - 
Quirke’s niece Phoebe - on a last 
visit to her ailing grandfather. He 
eventually uncovers the truth 
about a family secret that has 
remained buried for nearly two 
decades. 

Byrne explains of his alter ego: “I 
think that most people can relate 
to a wounded past. Some people 
are more adept at dealing with it, 
and some people are much more 
delicate and sensitive and I think 
Quirke is one of those people who 
hides his vulnerability and his pain 
underneath and exterior of 
detachment. 

“His work as a pathologist; I 
always thought he was much at 
home among the dead than he is 
with the living and for him, in a 


strange way, the dead are still 
living creatures and he’s the last 
one really to take care of them so 
that space where he works is very 
sacred to him.” 

It helps that Byrne’s passionate 
about the genre in which the 
series falls, as he says: “Mystery 
and enigma are fascinating 
because it forces the audience to 
raise questions about the 
character. That’s not to say that all 
characters are enigmatic and 
mysterious - some are very 
obvious - but I like the idea of 
hiding in plain sight and allowing 
the audience to play that game 
with you.” 

Like Jack Reacher fans 
smarting over the fact Tom 
Cruise played their giant of a 
literary hero a couple of years ago, 
fans of the Banville novels may 
take umbridge at the fact Gabriel 
isn’t 6ft 4in, doesn’t have the feet 
of a dancer or blond hair. It 
scarcely matters. Byrne is 
compelling in the lead, and with a 
supporting cast including Michael 
Gambon, you know you’re in safe 
hands.

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Honda’s 


automatic miracle

And now for something com¬ 
pletely different: well, for me 
anyway. 

Honda’s new and much im¬ 
proved NC750S was designed 
to be a new style of fun but us¬ 
er-friendly form of two wheeler 
with the option of a hi-tech auto¬ 
matic gearbox. And it certainly 
adds a new dimension to motor¬ 
cycling. 

If you have any preconceptions 
about auto gearboxes based on the 
traditional continuously variable trans¬ 
missions (CVT) used on small scoot¬ 
ers then forget it. 

Honda’s DCT system much more 
responsive, quicker and more effi¬ 
cient. It’s an electronically-controlled 



dual clutch system very similar to the 
‘DSG’ used in Audis, VWs and some 
high performance sports cars. 

It was first revealed about four 
years or so ago as an option on the 
big VFR1200 and the NC700, and that 
now fitted to the NC750 is effectively 
the second generation, mated in this 
case to a bike with more power and 
torque than its predecessor. 

This was the first time that I had 
ridden a bike with this system and 
found it something of a revelation. It is 
almost, if not impossible, to stall, it’s 
silky smooth and snatch-free at low 
speeds and one of the easiest bikes 
I’ve ever ridden. 

Add to that its light weight, low cen¬ 
tre of gravity and excellent balance, 
and it’s ideal for town traffic as well as 
rewarding on the open road, too. 

It wasn’t built for sports bike perfor¬ 
mance, with a modest 54bhp from its 
750cc twin cylinder engine. But that is 
75cc larger than its NC750 predeces¬ 
sor and therefore comes with a useful 
extra helping of power and torque for 
surprisingly peppy performance. 

The NC750S is an adventure style 
machine with a particularly comforta¬ 
ble saddle and upright riding position, 
providing comfort and an excellent 
view ahead. If you don’t fancy the styl¬ 
ing Honda has used the same under¬ 
pinnings for the Integra - a big scooter 
- or the trailee styled 750X. 

There’s a lot of innovative design 
involved, particularly in making the 
750cc twin one of the lightest engines 
of its kind. It’s also fitted with balancer 
shafts which very successfully smooth 
out vibrations. 


Once on the move I couldn’t actu¬ 
ally hear the engine above the wind in 
my helmet (the flip front kind which is, 
admittedly, notoriously noisy). That’s 
a shame since while pulling away the 
slow ‘thump thump’ of a big twin was 
pleasantly nostalgic for those of us 
around in the Sixties. 

The Honda also differs from most 
competitors in that it has a ‘boot’. 
The fuel tank is under the seat, and 
what appears to be a tank in front of 
the saddle is in fact a lockable cargo 
space big enough to take a full-face 
helmet. 

On the auto version, manual or auto 
gearchange mode is selected with a 
trigger switch on the right hand grip, 
while a thumb switch selects neutral, 
drive or sport modes. 

Honest 

With your left hand (which, of 
course, has no clutch to worry about) 
you use either a finger or thumb for 
manual up or down changes. To be 
honest, I didn’t bother much as for a 
riding style which goes with this kind 
of bike the auto mode is perfectly suit¬ 
ed. 

For the die-hards amongst us, a foot 
pedal for manual gearchanging is an 
optional extra. 

In Drive mode the electronics get 
you into top (sixth) gear as soon as 
possible - usually under 40mph and 
will hold you there as long as it can. I 
found it the best choice around town 
and on the motorway, and it would no 
doubt reduce the risk of spinning up 
the back tyre in the wet. 

There is the equivalent of a ‘kick 


down’ for overtaking. Give the throttle 
a determined twist of the wrist and the 
electronics interpret your intentions, 
changing down one or two gears 
probably as quickly as most riders for 
a burst of acceleration. 

Or you could just press the ‘down’ 
button a couple of times, of course. 

Gear shifting is seamless at any 
speed adding to the bike’s character¬ 
istic smoothness. 

In Sport mode the gearbox hangs 
on to the lower gears for longer and 
to higher revs - you usually need to 
pass 60mph to get top for example - 
to make more of the Honda’s perfor¬ 
mance potential. 


I found it better than ‘drive’ for more 
challenging, twisty roads as it also 
changes down more readily, giving 
you more engine braking while set¬ 
ting up for a bend or roundabout. And 
more flexible drive and acceleration 
out the other side, naturally. 

Drive mode is obviously the eco¬ 
nomical option, with a remarkable 
81.6mpg average claimed for the 
NC750S. 

That’s Honda’s figure but I don’t 
doubt its accuracy. I chose some of 
the most challenging b-roads I know 
on the Welsh borders for the test ride, 
and even in Sport mode still averaged 
over 74mpg. 


The bike’s low centre of gravity and 
excellent frame make it a nimble, real¬ 
ly ‘flickable’ machine, unlike some of 
the bigger, heavier enduro machines, 
which really flattered my riding style. 

The NC750 has only one, instead 
of the usual two, discs at the front 
but braking is nevertheless well up to 
stopping a machine of this weight. 

It probably won’t appeal to the 
sports bike enthusiast, but with its 
user-friendly nature and economy, 
particularly around town, it may well 
tempt a few commuters on to two 
wheels.

But reflecting on this season at Molineux, 
Doyle, who scored three goals in 23 League 
games this season for Wolves before netting 
twice in 11 for Rangers, admitted he found 
it tough getting excited about playing in the 
third tier. 

“Self-belief is always there. The personal 
motivational side of it is the hardest,” said 
the forward. 

“Especially in League One, I found that 
difficult. I’ve always believed in myself, 


whether that shows or not I don’t know.” 

Doyle was briefly ostracised when he 
was sent to train on his own with fellow 
big earners Stephen Ward, Karl Henry and 
Jamie O’Hara for a day last summer. 

And he was one of four strikers to depart 
Wolves in January with Leigh Griffiths and 
Bjorn Sigurdarson in a gamble that paid off 
spectacularly for Jackett as Nouha Dicko 
and Leon Clarke came in. 

But the former Reading man insists he 
has no axe to grind with head coach Kenny 
Jackett. 

“I don’t feel bitter towards them or any¬ 


thing,” he said. “It was such a total downer. 
We had three good years in the Premier 
League and then it was two years of a dis¬ 
aster zone. 

“You can understand totally why they 
wanted a clear-out, fresh minds and fresh 
people who hadn’t been through that. 

“At Wolves we were one of the favour¬ 
ites to go up last year and we got relegated. 
We had one of the highest budgets and 
everything. From my point of view, it’s not 
as easy as people think.” 

QPR have arguably the biggest budget in 
the Championship.
